The  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  branch  of  this  ancient  and 
honorable  family ,  trace  their  descent  from  the  Grand  Dukes  of  Tuscany. 

Tuscany,  is  a  small  province  in  the  north  central  oart  of  Italy. 
But  important  because  of  the  mart  it  has  played  in  the  history  of  the 
v/orld.  In  the  thirteenth  century  .Tuscany  was  made  a  republic.  And  two 

centuries  later  lost  its  independence  to  Germany.  In  fifteen  hundred 
the  republic  became  ;a  grand  duchy,  Francis  de  Medici ,  Duke  of .Lorraine 
a  member  of  the  famous  Italian  family  was  elected  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscan 

Francis  de  Medici  married  Marie  Theresia,  princess  of  Austria  who  belo 
to  the  famous  Hansburg  House.  A  German  family  founded  in  eleven  hundre 

l 

to  which  belonged  the  rulers  of  Austria  from  1276  to  1918 . ( Rudolph  1  t 
Karl  1).  The  founder  of  the  imoerial  house  was  Albert  111."  Hansburm  and 

Hobhouse  both  derived  from  -abichtsburg ,  meaning  hawk's  castle,  is  tak 
Grom  a  castle  built  in  the  eleventh  century  by  Werner,  Bishop  of  Stras 
on  the  bank  of  the  ear  River,  in  Swiss  Canton  of  nargau.  The  last  area 
ruler  of  Austria  was  Franz  Joseph. His  nephew  Karl  abdicated  at  the  end 
tne  great  war  in  1918;  he  was  the  last  Bapsburg  on  the  throne. 

The  English  branch,  of  the  Hansburg  or  Hobhouse  family  sventu 
became  Broughton,  descending  from  the  Medici -Kapsbarc:  marriage  whose  of 
springs  for  generations  > -'ere  the  grand  dukes  of  Tuscany. 


Reuben  Hobhouse,  or  Fapsburg  son  of  Joseph  was  the  first 
mentioned  among  the  .English  records.  Tre  settled  in  .Somerset  .County  Eng 
ano  followed  by  his  two  younger  brothers  John,  and  Benjamins  (Hobhouse 
use  „on,  ‘"ho  settled  in  'hits  County  a  few  miles  from  Reuben.

iVuch  of  the  nobility  of  England  •  derived  from  the  house  of  TTobhouse, 


(Facsburg)  in  Germany. 

By  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  they  were  considerably 
important  as  merchants,  also  as  religious  workers. 

In  an  interesting  old  “Register  of  Carriages  “  in  Grays  Inn  Chanel  near 
bristol  the  name  Broughton  arrears  many  times.

Genealogy  and  the  bearing  of  Coat-Armour: 


It  has  been  stated  by  an  eminent  authority  that  armorial  ensigns 

v/ere  derived  from  Egyptian  hieroglyphics.  T  t  Is  certain  in  &ny  case  .c  a„ 
they  have  been  used  by  all  nations  from  the  earliest  ages.  All.  students 
of  Scripture  are  familiar  with  the  allusions  to  'The  lion  or  to.e  T r  \h^  c. 
Judah',  to  fact  that  the  ''Tribe  of  renp'..,  v/sS  3 i  s  t  inguisnea  cy  the 
Vfolf ;  a ti<5  'that  each  tribe  had  asenarate  en°ign.  ’"hile  such  devices  ma.y 
not  be  strictly  heraldic  Insignia  they  are  certainly  not  far  remove  a  frc;

Heraldry  proper  f lor i shed  principally  under  the  feudal  system,  am. 
the  most  renowned  amorist  agree  that  the  heraldic  use  of  arms  to  di¬ 
stinguish  families  did  not  commence  until  the  year  A.  D.  IdoO ,  and  that 
coats-of -arms  are  clearly  traceable  to  the  Crusades.  They  formed  a  part 

of  the  form,  pomp  and  circumstances  of  glorious  chivalry.  The  armed 
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the.  warrior  ornamented  the  wells  of  castle  and  residence,  where  these 
hard  won  trophies  acted  as  a  memento  of  the  'past  and  as  a  stimulus  for 
the  future.  .  . 

Genealogy,  however  is  even  more  ancient.  In  remote  ages  before  -re 
Chris  tain  era  records  of  pedigrees  and  tables  of  descent  were  graven 
upon  stone,  later  it  is  recorded  in  both  Old  and  I'iev:  Testament  lineages 
were  kept  and  set  forth  with  scruplows  exactness.  Through  all  the 

V 

centuries  since  men  have  been  careful  to  leave  behind  then\  such 
'  sfonealo ■■.leal  information  as  they  nossessed  and  in  England  in  the  loth 
and  17th  centuries  •  heralds-  acting  under  authority  of  the  Great  Seal  of 
rhe  kingdom,  .made  examination  and  record  of  the  pedigrees  and  arms  of  th 
most  promineaent  families. 


In  America  v/e  have  been  remiss  in  the  matter  of  proper  keeping  of 
family  records  and  tables  of  descent,-  desnite  the  many  advantages 
res; Icing  from  so  doing.  Not  in  frequently  in  our  country  one  hears  the 
subject  of  ancestry  spoken  of  in  disparaging  t^rms ,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  char  ••'there  is  no  quality  to  which  every  one  in  his  heart  pays  so 
|reat  &  respect  as  to  that  of  honorable  descent.” 

•"hiie  the  laws  of  armory  are  more  or  less  intricate,  there  are 
certain  fundamental  facts  concerning  them  which  should  be  known  to  every 
on.-;  having  any  pretentions  to  a  liberal  education  and  to  gentility  and 
g'oG<jf  breeding.  The  word  gentleman,  strictly  speaking,  does  and  can  mean 

but  one  thing  namely,  a  gentleman  by  birth  and  descent,  a  gentleman  of 
coat  armour.  The  etymological  significence  of  the  term  explains  its 

proper  meaning.  ''he  word  originally  came  from  :tgentle”  i,  e,  ”noblis” 
a  rank  distinguishing  a  gentleman  from  a  yeoman,  however  the  exact  rnear.it 
of  the  word  rnav  have  chanced,  it  does  not  alter  the  original  definition. 
•’Manners  makytn  the  man,  but  bv  no  means  a  gentleman” . 

In  every  country  In  Europe  with  out  exception  (  to  families  in  which  c  - 

coum.ries  the  great  majority  of  Americans  belong  by  descent)  a  grant  of 

ar.'is  has  conferred  gentility-  the  rank  of  a  gentleman  on  the  person  to 

’•horn  they  have  been  granted,  and  on  all  their  descendants  in  the  male 

line'.  The  title  of  a  gentleman  is  as  much  an  indication  of  rank  as  that 

of  a  Duke.  It  is  only  in  comparatively  recent  times  that  all  this  has  bee

forgotten .  *‘hile  titles  do  not  exist  in  America,  there  certainly*^  no 
reason  why  an  American  should  not  be  croud  of  his  right  to  the  title
